DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for U.S. Application 10/532,449 for a Paint Brush 
Holder Consisting of One Part filed on April 22, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a paint brush holder that is 
formed of one continuous part of spring material and comprises a paint brush receiving 
section with two spaced arms in parallel planes and offset from each other with one arm 
lower than the other, and a container engaging section with first and second members 
for biasing against the inside and outside of a paint container, respectively, wherein the 
first member has a generally U-shaped profile and is narrower and longer than the 
profile of the second member. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
